The Budapest correspondent of the

sian coneent, the railway Iine leading 
to Rumania through Russian Poland. 
He adds that It seems that a corridor 
some 26 miles wide will be handed

BRITAIN.:AND 
-GERMANY—A 
CONTRAST 


_London, ‘To-day. 

A contrast between condi- 
tions in Britain and Germany 
is afforded by the fact that 
for several weeks now, on 
every Sunday, hundreds of 
parents travel by rail into the 
country to visit their evacuat- 


ed children. 


This does not cost them o penny. 
Yesterday, for instance, nearly 3,000 
people were carried by the Southern 
Railway to western England and 
Sussex, Kent and Hampshire. These 
trips are in addition to the ordinary 
rail services and show how well able to 
cope with special circumstances the 
British railways are.

BRITAIN 


THE FRENCH YELLOW-BOOK on the events leading 
to the war is particularly valuable in that it covers a wider 
period than the British Blue-book and starts with the 
invasion of Austria instéad of with the occupation of 
Prague. ‘It'is thus possible to ‘reveal the earlier stages of 
thé German attempt to-divide Britain and France. _. 

In : October, -1938,, M:. Francois-Poncet took leave of 
Hitler in the mountain eyrie.at Berchtesgaden before relin- 
quishing the French Embassy in Berlin. The Fuehrer on 


this occasion complained bitterly of Great Britain, but pro- 
fessed his desire for friendly relations with France. Except 
for tirades ‘against Britain he was calm, moderate, and 


conciliatory. 

But the Yellow-book reproduces the 
following illuminating comment made 
by the Ambassador afterwards:— 

I have no illusion as to the charac- 
ter of Adolf Hitler. I know that he 
is mercurial, a dissimulator, contradic- 
tory, uncertain. The same aman of 
debonair mien, sensitive to the beau- 
tles of nature, who set forth at the 
tea-table to me reasonable views on 


European policy, is capable of - the 


worst frenzies, of the most savage ex- 
altations, of the most delirlous ambi- 
tlons. There are days on which, 
stahding before a globe of the world, 
he overturns nations, continents, geo- 
graphy, and history like a man pos- 
sessed of a mad demoniatal force. At 
other times he dreams of being the 
hero of an eternal peace, in the bosom 
of which he hopes to build grandiose 
monuments.

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REAL LIFE DETECTIVE TRIUMPHS 


Jone E. Wilkie, one of the ablest 
chiefs ever to preside over operations 
of the United States Secret Service 
made his biggest hit when he smash- 
ed a “perfect alibi” that was being 
used to cover up a million dollar 
counterfeiting conspiracy. 

Word came to him that bogus $100 
bills were being passed in St. Louls 
during the time of the National Ex- 
position in that city. One particular 
bill was traced toa “bookie” at the 
race track. He said it had been given 
to him by a stranger, but that he 
could recognize him if he saw him 
again. The booth of the bookmaker 
was surrounded by detectives and 
that afternoon a distinguished looking 
man came up and tendered a $100 
bill as a bet on one of the horses. It 
was the man who had passed the bad 
bill the day before. - 

Taken into custody 15 other coun- 
terfeit bills of the same denominiation 
were found in an envelope in his 
pocket. He said his name was Sol 
Maxwell and that he was in business 
in Chicago. He gave the names of a 
number of banks and business men

One of the questions now being 
asked is whether any American 
petrol going to Russia is finding 
its way to Germany. : 

Nearly all the oil is 
from California and once it has 
reached Russian shores nothing is 
known of its ultimate destination.
